The 
body of Customsnouse Odicer Green 
was found lying in the street several 
squares distant. The body had been 
covered by mats. Just beyond were 
the walls of a 2 — house entirely 
destroyed. ‘The house in the rear of 
that one had been set on fire but did 
not burn. Marthon requested permis- 
sion to take the bodies aboard the 
Palos but was told that an inquest had 
not been held. He attended the inquest 
next morning and describes the pecp- 
liar methods of Chinese officials in 
such matters, the inquest being de- 
voted chiefly to the beating of drums, 
explosion of firecrackers and other 
ceremonies. 

Tbe cause of the riot, he states, was 
the fact that Missionary Argent had 
picked up four little orphaus in the 
country and was conveying them to 
Hankow in the usual fashion—in bas- 
kets borne on the shoulders of coolies. 
A street lounger asked one of the cool- 
ies what was in the basket. The latter 
refused to answer, the fellow raised the 
lid of the basket, disclosing the chil- 
dren. The crowd which had gathered 
raised the cry that the missionaries 
were taking the children away to — 
their eyes out, and forthwith attacke 
the church, killing Argent and plun- 
dering the place. Customs Officer 
Green was met by a mob and killed 
while on his way to assist the wives of 
the missionaries.

Dr. Ellis Expelled by the San 
Francisco Presbytery. 


HE FOUGHT HARD TO THE LAST 


— 


But the Presbytery Rose in Its 
Might and Cast Off the “In- 
cubus—A Wildiy-excit- 

ing Session. ; 


Rev. John W. Ellis has at last been ex- 
pelled from the San Francisco Presbytery, 
and until bis appeal has been passed upon 
by the synod, he will at least be silenced. 
This action was taken after one ot the most 
exciting scenes in the history of ecciesi- 
astical bodies, Ellis fighting up to the last 
minute to the best of his ability. ‘The pres- 
bytery, however, refused to be either bull- 
dozed or cajoled by the deposed preacher, 
and after devoting an entire day to the 
matter, Ellis was at last summarily sup- 
pressed. The following detailed account is 
from the Chronicle of Tuesday: 

DR. ELLIS AND THE PRESBYTERY. 

“Let me give you’a new proportion,” said 
one of the elders of the Presbyterian 
Church in this city yesterday, ashe waited 
in the yard of Calvary Church for the open- 
ing of the San Francisco Presbytery. “It 
is this,“ he continued, “as the Old Man ot 
the Sea was to Sinbad the sailor, so is the 
Rev. J. W. Eilis, D.D., to this presbytery. 
In other words, whenever and wherever 
the presbytery meets, it finds Dr. Eilis 
clinging to its neck and he will not be

t 10:30 o’cloc o presbytery met, with 
Kev, Dr. Thomas —— Raion in the 
chair, Rev. Dr. Kerr, the stated secretary, 
at the desk, and sume twenty-five ministers 
and elders, members of the presbytery, in 
attendance. Dr. Klis was present, put he 
sat apart trom the others, After the open- 
ing exercises he arose and walked to a table 
in the front of the room, and depositing 
thereon a number of legal-looking docu- 
ments, he addressed the chairman as fol- 
lows: Mr. Moderator, 1 desire to call for 
the reading of the report of the committee 
to which was referred the matter of the 
charges made Dy me at the last meeting of 
this body against Rev. Thomas Chalmers 
Easton.’ 

Nr. Easton at once relinquished the chair 
to Rev. A. C. Smith, who is at present offic. 
iating as pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
Tabernacle, the church over which Dr. 
Eliis formerly presided, 

Rev. Jonn Q Adams, chairman of the 
committee to which Dr, Ellis’ charges 
against Dr. Easton were referred, read the 
report, Which was, in substance, as follows: 
That the charges were not worth consider- 
ation by the 1 the accusations of 
fxlzehoud and siander being without foun- 
dation except in the mind of Dr. Ellis, 
while the charges of fa:se swearing and 
conspiracy were equally without founda- 
tion. The committee, there fore, completely 
exonerated Rev. Dr. Easton and found tnat 
whatever parthe took in the trial of Dr. 
— had been taken as a matter of officiai 

uty. 

A motion to adopt the report was at once 
made aud seconded. This meant, in fact, 
the exoneration and endorsement of Rev. 
Dr. Easton and the u:qualified censure of 
Dr. Ellis for having brougnut such charges 
against him. oderator Smith put the 
motion and Dr. Eilis at once interrupted 
with a vehement speech. He said that the 
presbytery could not afford to gloss over Dr. 
Kaston’s shortcomings and that it could not 
afford to adopt the report. 

The rep rt was adopted, however, by 
what the moderator declared to be a unan- 
imous vote. Dr. Ellis demanded a detini-, 
tion of a unanimous vote. He got it, and 
then he appealed to the synod and at- 
tempted to make another speech, but the 
chairman deciared him out of order. ’ 

“Why?” asked Dr. Ellis. 

“Because an appeal is not debatable,” was 
the answer, 

Not debatable, eh?“ said Dr. Ellis, still 
holding the floor, aud he at once com- 
menced to criticise What he termed the un- 
parliameutary course of the presbytery. 
There were cries of “Order, order! He’s 
outof order,” from various parts of the 
house. 

Well, what can I do?” said Moderator 
Smith helplessly. I've told him he was 
out of order, but he still continues to talk.” 

Dr. Ellis sat down with a smile, and the 
battle was resumed. 

The next report was from the Judiciary 
Committee, to which had been reterred Dr. 
Ellis’ action in bringing a suit in the Supe- 
rior Court sgainst the presbytery and cer- 
tain members thereof for $100,000 damages 
for having “falsely and maliciously” 
brought certain lse, malicious, wicked 
and viil inous charges“ ag inst him. Eider 
F. E. Shearer read the committee’s report, 
which was in effect, that Dr. Etlis had been 
guilty of conduc: unbecoming a minister of 
the gospel in bringing the suit, and that he 
ehould be tried tuerefor, “That is all the 
report at present,“ concluded Elder 
Shearer. 
Woll, of all the nonsensical, muddied-up 
reports I ever heard, that is the worst,“ 
said Dr. Ellis. Wav doesn’t ir. Shearer 
read allof the report? There is a cunning 
in his action that is worthy of the course 
pursued by this body toward me. He is 
weil chosen as a leader to cast the first stone 
in this matter. He ——” 

IJ rise to a point of order!“ came from a 
dozen throats at once. 

The moderator lost his head for a mo- 
ment, and then Mr. Kerr was given a chance 
to state his point of order. 

“Dr. Ellis has no right,” said Mr. Kerr, 
to cast any reflection upon any member of 
this body.” ‘nen Mr. Shearer repiied to 
Dr. Ellis, and, by putting au imaginary 
case, succeeded in scoring Dr. Ellis 
severely. Hesaidthat any minister who 
had taken vows, as ail Presbyterian minis- 
ters were compelled to do when entering 
the ministry, to submit themselves to their 
brethren, and who then, under oath, de- 
clared the very brethren he had agreed 
should try him had been guiity of conspir- 
ing to ruin him, such a mivister had been 
guilty of uubecuming conduct. 

Dr. Ellis made another speech, in which 
he attempted to defend his action in bring- 
ing the suit, The Chair ruled him out of 
order, but he continued to talk until the 
cries of “order” from ail over the room and 
the chairman’s demands for quiet drowued 
bis voice. Then he toppea and reluctantly 
submitted to the moderator’s ruling. The 
report of the committee, with the recom- 
mendation that Dr. Ellis should again be 
brought before the bar of the presbyter 
and tried, was unanimously adopted. I. 
ss moved and carried that the Judiciary 
Committee at once retire and formulate 
specific charges against Dr. Eilts. 

The committee retired, and the presby- 
tery, evidently thinking that it could at 
least c nsider something besides Dr. 
and his affairs during the time the commit- 
omen were oui, started in to do it. But 
Dr. Eilis didn’t propose to have it that way. 
‘The moderator had hardly got the words 
out of his mouth calling for other business, 
whea the irrepressible Ellis bobbed up se- 
renely with charges against Secretary Kerr 
for having furnished garbied statements to 
the press. Mr. Kerr being out of the room, 
the charges were t«bled for the time being. 

Then the Judiciary Committee returned 
with a specific charge against Dr. Ellis, 
namely, that in swearing that the presby- 
tery had conspired to ruin him, he had been 
xuilty of unbecoming conduct. A motion 
that the report be adopted was put, aud Dr. 


29 [Ellis again rose to defend himself, and snow 


why the report should not be adopted. In 
vain the Chair ruled him out of order. lie 
talked right ahead, this time with the inti- 
mation that the members of the presbytery 
were only making matters worse for theu- 
selves, when they should come to answer ip 
the civil courts. 

Suddenly Elder Roberts lost his patience, 
and springing to bis feet, exclaimed angrily: 
“Mr. Moderator, why don’t you call that 
man to order? Itzis high time this nousense 
was stopped. It's a shame, Sir, that Dr. El- 
lis should be allowed to stand there and cali 
us jiars and scoundrels, aud that we should 
be compelled to sit here and listen to him!“ 

The Chair insisted on Dr. Ellis sitting 
down, and he reluctantly obeyed. The re- 
port was then adopted. 

The Committee on Bills and Overtures 
made a report, which was in effect that Dr. 
Ellis’ connection with the Central Taber- 
nacle Church be declared at an end, and 
that he be deprived of all riguts ag a mom- 
ber of the presbytery until such time as bis 
trial upon the charge of unbecoming con- 


duet was decided.

At 2p. m. the session of the 1 a 
was resumed. Dr, Eliis at once took the 
floor. He denied the right of the presby- 
tery todeciare him no longer pastor of the 
Central ‘Tabernacle, and asked upon what 
ground the presbytery based its action, He 
was auswered that the action was based 
upon his own resignation, made upon the 
floor of the presbytery. 

Dr. Eilis denied that he had ever made 
such a deciar tion, aud then proceeded with 
a vehement speech. Mt. Moderator,” he 
Said. I warn you that in taking away my 
rights you are placing yourseives in a dan- 
gerous position before the civil courts, 
Here are committees picked up for the pur- 

o of silencing me, driving me out of this 
ody while you doctor up a defense. You 
want me out.“ 

Then there wasareguiar storm. Mem- 
bers and elders yelled fer order and de- 
manded that the Chair compel Dr. Ellis to 
withdraw his offensive language and that 
be take his seat. Dr. Kilis went on talking, 
waraing the members that they were heaping 
up a mountain of guilt to be faced on the 
day of doom. Referring to Eider Shearer, 
he said: “You have a bud leader who will 
lead you to death and destruction, [Cries of 
“Order!” “Order?” from ail over the room. | 
I warn you (shakieg his finger at the mod- 
erator) that no sooner do you lay your 
hands on my.rights than the civil courts 
will lay the strong bands of the law of the 
State on you,” 

Finaliy the report was adopted, and Dr. 
Eliis, temporarily at least, was expelied 
from the ministry and from the presbytery, 
He at once gave notice of an appeal to the 
synod, and then asked when he was to be 
tried. It was decided that the trial should 
take cr in Calvary Church on Auguat 3, 
and th t Secretary Kerr should prosecute, 
while Dr. Ellis should defend himself if he 
chose to do 80. 

Defore leaving the room Dr. Ellis re- 
minded the presbytery that his charges 
against Secretary Kerr had not been dis- 
posed of. He attempted to make another 
speech, but was reminded that he had no 
rights on the floor. ‘She charges were 
taken up, however, and by a ubanimous 
vote the presbytery refused to entertain 
themand ordered them returned to Dr. 
Ellis. He gave notice of another appeal to 
the synod. 

Dr. Ellis then left the church and the 
regular business of the presbytery was 
taken up. 

Throughout the day Dr. Ellis faced and 
fought the whole presbytery with remarka- 
ble coolness and calmness. He never al- 
lowed himself o get excited, and at times 
he was strongly dramatic. 


the synod are entertained it is probabie 
that that body will do iittle else than con- 
sider his case inits various aspects, In any 
light, the end ofthe long contest between 
Dr. Ellis and his brethrey is as far off as 
ever.

Inside Facts of the Flag- 
staff Affair. 


NEVER ANY 


REAL DANGER 


Report. of the Officer Sent Out by 
Gen. McCook to Investigate 
the Trouble — Wild- 
eyed Stories. 


The true inwardness of the recent 
troubles at Flagstaff with the Navajo In- 
dians has just come to licht, and goes te 
show how hard the whites living in that 
vicinity try at times to kick up a row be 
tween the Government and the Indians. 

‘Their motive is a mixture of pure vussed - 
ness,” a desire to make money by furnishing 
the supplies to the troops, and to kili the 
Indians off as soon as possible, so that they 
may secure their land and property. This 
last war talk illustrates these traits in the 
white man tosuch a degree that the most 
stupid can understand. 7 

Yesterday Capt. Bailey, acting Adjutant 
General of the Department of Arizona, re- 
ceived a lengthy statement from the officer 
who was sentfrom Fort Wingate a few 
days ago to investigate the wild rumors that 
were being sent out from Flagstaff. 

On reaching Flagstaff, the ofticer found 
that Buenta, the Navajo chief, who isa 
very old man, and has been at the head of 
the tribe for years, had just been released, 
upon giving #2000 bail, with four of his 
tribe as bondsmen. The trouble grew out 
of Buenta’s arrest for horse-stealing, It 
seems that a man named Roden wok up 
some laud on the Little Colorado, just cross 
from the Navajo reservation several year 


ago, and went into the cattle business. 


Soon after his arrival he and the Indians 
began to have trouble, asthe Indians have 
been in the habit for years, of pasturing 
their sheep on that side of the river, and in- 
stead of making peace with them Roden did 
everything in his power to aggravate 
them. 

A few weeks ago Roden’s house was 
broken open, and as he knew that somé of 
the Indians had picked up a stray horse, he 
sent one of his cowboys after the «nimal, 
with instructions to say thathe had bought 
a chance in the horse, which, in cowboy 
language, means that the man who first 
found the anima! had sold him his interes 
which would be a good title in case the re 
owner never turned up. The cowboy did 
not get possession of the horse, and the 
Sheriff was called on, and with the aid of 
fifteen or twenty men, he went out and ar- 
rested the old chief, who knew nothing 
about the stolen horse, 

The chief was bustled off to the nearest 
station without a word of explanation, and 
as a matter of course a number of his men 
followed to see what was going on. A part 
of the Sheriff’s gang becawe separated from 
the others on account of frigut probably, 
and the India's got between the two gan 
and the Sheriff got it in his head that his 
strayed companions had been scalped by the 
Indians, 

As soon as he reached Flagstaff he raised 
a war cry, and called for the militia. He 
told a long story about how the Navaj.s. 
numbering ten thousand to twelve thous- 
aud men, armed to the teeth, were marching 
down on Fi gstaff, and the militia were 
called out. company started out to find 
the Sheriff's missing men, and soon met 
them coming into town in safety. The In- 
dians n d not troubled them and never had 
ony intention of doing so, 

‘The old chief was then tried fer horse- 
stealing, and as there was nota particle of 
evidence against him he was discharged. 


But as soon as he was released he was 


arrested on a charge of threatening the 
man Roden’s life, but the evidence wus 80 


weak on this voint that the old fellow was 


released on 52000 bail, with four of his 
Indisns, who had followed him in, on his 
bond. They were iu such a hurry to get rid 
of him after they saw whatarow they had 
raised that they were willing toaccept any 
kind of bail. 

Had it not been forthe thorough knowl- 
edge Gen. McCook has of the N vajo In- 
dians, the result of this little breeze might 
have been serious, for had a few hot-headed 


officers aud a few companies of soldiers 


been sent down. the chances are that they 
would have fired on the Indians who were 
hanging «round Fisgstaff to see what they 
intended to do with the old chief, 

Gen. McCvok will v sitthe Indians in a 
short time and will induce them to ‘keep 
their stock on the reservation side of the 
Little Colorado, so that Roden and his gang 
will not have another chauce to kick up @ 
row. 


ANOTHER MYSTERY. 


| Death of Another Sailor at San Pe- 


dro—The Circumstances.

There are still some suspieions of foul 
play, but nothing was brought out at the 
inquest in support of this theory.

BRADFIELD’S FATE. 


It Is Now in the Hands of 
the Jury. 


MR. SHINN’S CLOSING REMARKS. 


The Plea of Self-defense Advanced 
Mr. MoLachlan's Reply—Judge 
Smith’s Charge—- Tits 
between Counsel. 


‘The trlal of the Bradfield murder case, 
which for the past nine days has occupied 
the attention of Judge Smith and a..jury 
and formed an all-absorbing topic of dis- 
cussion with the general public, was closed 
yesterday afternoon. An immense amount 


_ of interest is manifested in the result, 


After the usual preliminaries had been 
disposed of at 10 o’clock yesterday morning, 
W. H. Shinn, Ksq., addressed the jury on 
behalf of his client Mason Bradfield, and in 
an eloquent but unfortunate speech, which 
lasted for two hours and ten minutes, the 
seniorcounsel for the defendant argued 
that hisclient was perfectly justified in 
shooting Dye on the plea of aself- 
defense, Legally, and the Court 
would so instruct the jury, Bradfield 
had the right, under the existing circam- 
stances, to hunt Dye up to shoothim inthe 
back, as he would a wad dog, because Dye 
had hounded him for weeks before he was 
killed, and when Dye said anything he 
meant it. Under ordinary circumstances 
the man who would make threats as Dye 
did, would be considered a braggart, a 
bluffer and acoward. But in bis case it 
was different. He meant what he said. He 
had killed three men in California, and to 
use his own language he had killed 
others. U pon one occasion he remarked: 
»I have them pianted all the way 
from Texas to California, and Brad- 
field is to be the next.“ At another time he 
deciared that ‘“‘Bradfield’s days are num- 
bered. ‘These threats were made iu many 

laces and under various ciroumstances, 

radfield knew the mannerofman Dye 
waa, He knew that he was in earnest, aud 
what he said was butthe utterance of a 


came near losing his reason under this 
awfulshadow. It is not surprising that he 
could not sleep; it is no wonder he saw the 
face of Dye at night, and saw his form at 
every hour, whether waking or sleeping. 
Passing from the threats to the shooting, 
Mr. Shinn argued that Bradfield fired at 


to illustrate his theory, the attorney donned 
the dead man’s bullet-riddied vest. From 
this Yr piece of evidence he pointed out 
that it was an absolute impossibility for 
Dye to have been shot while he was walk- 
ing along with head bowed in thought as 
had deen shown by the prosecution. The 
inference was that Dye had turned and was 
in the act of drawing bis weapon when he 
met his death. 

The speaker said that the prosecution was 
desirous of having Bradfield sent ‘to the 
penitentiary for a few years to punish him 
tor killing Dye. He had already suffered 
sufficiently, and his mother had endured 
more than some women could have expe- 
rienced and lived. A term in thé peniten- 
. would be the crowning grief of a world 
Ol Orrow.

Though Mr. Shinn’s address was anelo- 


quent aud at times brilliant effcrt, it was 
received by his associate counsel with many 
marks of disapproval, and it was apparently 
as mucu of a surprise to them as to the rest 
of his large audience in the courtroom, who 
had heard both Messrs. Ling and Carpenter 
argue ou the theory of insanity on the pre- 
vious day. 

District Attorney McLachlan was not 
slow to take advantage of the opportunity 
thus offered him, and on reconvening at 
1:30 o’clock, he at once called the attention 
ot the jury to this glaring inconsistency in 
his closing address to that body. He stated 
that he had prepared himself for an argu- 
ment against the theory of insanity only 
alter hearing the speecies of Messrs. Ling 
and Carpenter, but as they had abandoned 
that for the theory of seif-defense at the 
last moment, he did pot consider it neces- 
sary to waste any time over the former 

theory. e then denounced Mr. Shinn’s ar- 
gument as an enunciation of a “damnable 
communistic doctrine,” which even a mem- 
ber of an Italian or Sicilian vendetta would 
scorn to uphold, and reminded the jury of 
the look of disgust which overspread the 
countenance of R. B. Carpenter, Esq., when 
his associate maintained that bradtield 
acted in self-defense. 

‘The speaker, in reviewing the testimony, 
said that Bradfield’s friends and school- 
mates had come to his rescue in this his 
hour of need with their opinions as to his 
mental condition; but it had not been ex- 
— by the defense why it was that if 

radfield was in such mortal fear of Dye, 
he had taken a room close to that occupied 
by Dye, whom he knew would pass up and 
down in front of it every 5 Then agaln 
Bradfield had told Dye to his face that he 
was not afraid of him, during their inter- 
view at Linde’s store. 

Mr. McLachlan dweit upon tbe testimony 
of Mrs. Lee, Mrs. - Rising, Manco and 

Scheerer, and argued that their evidence 
did not conflict as to a single material fact. 
It was noticeable that, in spite of the hue 
and cry of defendant’s counsel about Mrs. 
Rising’s testimony, the defense had not 
called the Brown woman to the stand; 


and he believed-from what he knew 


of Mrs. Rising, that she was just the 
woman to go to Mrs. Bradfield and tell her

The District Attorney again referred in 
terins of scathing sarcasm to the argument 
of Mr. Shinn, and created somewhat of a 
sensation in court by saying: “if poor 
young Bradfield had that doctrine enunci- 
ated to him before the act was committed, 
as I believe he did, 1 am not sure that the 
right man is on trial before you today.” 

ethen denounced the action of the de- 
fendant’s counsel in their declarations 
about the late Joe Dye, and said he was 
there to maintain that they had far ex- 
ceeded the limits of what they were called 
upon professionally to show. He knew 
Dye, and regretted that he was not permit- 
ted to say what he knew of him, in rebuttal 
of the damnable slanders heaped upon his 
dead body. “Joe Dye was no angel, but 
neither is Judge Carpenter,“ said Mr. Me- 
Lachlan, feelingly. Joe Dye had his

events of the last few days may infuse into 
European finance a bew confidence and 
check the discouragements wien the dis- 
asters of last fall have spread over every 
branch of enterprise in every transatlantic 
centre of finance and commerce. 


Mr. James D. PHELAN, vice-presi- 
dent of the California World’s Fair 
Commission, has returned from Chi- 
cago loaded up with an imagination 
and an interview, which latter, with 
the aid of the former, he worked off on 
an Examiner reporter.

A REMARKABLE EXAMPLE, 


About twenty years ago Alexander 
Sheppard, a young man, was chosen 
Mayor ofthe City of Washington, and 
at once inaugurated a system of 
municipal improvements which has 
resulted in making Washington the 
finest city in the world, and which, in 
process of time, will become the most 
beautiful city that ever existed. 
Washington had been laid out with 
some degree of regularity, but the 
grading of the streets was anything 
but reguiar. The buildings, even the 
Costly public buildings of the United 
States, had been constructed to con- 
form to the natural surface of the land, 
and without much reference to any- 
thing else. By the plans of Mayor 
Sheppard, commonly called Boss 
Sheppard.“ the city was literally torn 
to pieces. Streets throughout the 
whole municipality were graded to a 
system. Some of the principal streets, 
when done, presented the appearance 
of canals, and others of dykes. Whole 
rows of fine buildings were left bigh 
above grade, and other rows as far be- 
low. The rough foundation stones of 
such magnificent Government buildings 
as the Treasury and the Patent Office 
were remorselessly laid bare and ex- 
posed to tbe view of every passer-by. 
Some of the Government officials and 
all the old inbabi ants protested vigor- 
ously against the work, but Sheppard, 
nevertheless, persevered in carrying 
out hie plans, and finally his great aim 
was accomplisbed in spite of the oppo- 
sition. Many of the very persons who 
fought against the improvewents were, 
in the end, made wealthy by them, 
and are now as loud as anybody in 
their praises of the Boss. During 
much of the time that these changes 
were being effected, the streets of the 
National Capital were in a deplorable 
condition—irequently impassable for 
long periods, but when Sheppard was 
through with them they were paved 
with smooth asphaltum material, and 
Washington has today a hundred 
miles, more or less, of the most de- 
lightful streets ever driven over. 

Sheppard finished his work, but he 
went out of office bankrupt, being 
compelled to give up his home and all. 
With his accomplished wife and young 
children be made his way to Mexico, 
where, according to report, he has 
amassed a large fortune by silver 
mining. 

What Los Angeles most needs is a 
Sheppard to straighten out her crooked 
ways and properly grade and pave her 
principal streets. 


A TOUR AFOOT AND WHAT IT 
TAUGHT, 


For several weeks past we have been 
publishing a series of letters from a 
pedestriau correspondent in Southern 
California, under the title “A Tour 
Afoot.” Our correspondent’s trip has 
extended from Los Angeles to Ensen- 
ada in Lower California, through the 
smiling San Gabriel Valley, across the 
mesas Of San Bernardino county and 
along the coast line of San Diego. He 
has observed closely, seeing many 
things that escape the ordinary trav- 
eler who burries through the country 
by rail, and has written intelligently 
and impartially of what he has seen, 
avoiding the two extremes of undue 
praise and hasty detraction.

PIPING COLD AIR. 


A Big Scheme ‘to Refrigerate a 

The icemen are beginning to lose 
their grip and will yet have to sell 
their diamonds. A company has been 
organized in Kansas City to establish 
a system which promises to introduce 
cool air into any business- house or res- 
idence in the citv. More than that, it 
is proposed by this system to make ice 
ip refrigerators at one-third the present 
cost of that rather expensive summer 
luxury. The city council has granted 
to the O’Keefe Public and Private 
Combination Refrigeration Company a 
franchise to construct conduits along 
certain streets and alieys forthe trans- 
mission of cold air, brine, etc., for re- 
frigeration, cooling, ventilating, and 
sanitary purposes. Daniel O'Keefe, a 
Kansas Cityan, is the inventor of the 
system, and says he bas been at work 
on it since 1868. He argues that if the 
scheme of heating buildings by hot air 
is successful why cannot the cooling of 
them by cold air be equally a success? 

If the ordinance passes the company 
proposes to go to work at once and 
build a central pumping station and 
lay the conduits. The company has 
several sites under consideration but 
has not yet determined upon any. At 
‘the central station will be ammonia 
and air compressors,brine and vacuum 
pumps, brine and air-cooling tanks, 
receiving and discharging connections. 
The conduits first laid will be twenty- 
two inches in diameter, with four 
separate chambers. The upper and 
larger one will contain cold air. The 
two lower ones will be used for dis- 
charging and returning the anhydrous 
ammonia brine. In the center of the 
conduit will be a vacuum chamber. 
The air can be introduced into any 
house at a reusonable cost and the 
temperature can be regulated easily 
from 70° to zero. The liquid can be 
used for freezing purposes, and the 
inventor claims that ice can be made 
for one-third the present cost. He ex- 
pects that one of the greatest features 
of his scheme will be the use of the aur 
as a disinfectant in the sick-room.

A TOUR AF OO. 


The Southern” Country Is 
on a Sound Basis. 


THEN AND NOW-A RETROSPECT 


Some Observations on Nelghbor- 
hood Cussedness— The Usur-~ 
er’s Epidermis Rudely 
Raked Off. 


[WRITTEN FoR TIE TIMES.] 

Two years ago, when at the East, I 
I was asked by a railroad magnate in- 
terested in the Santa Fé, what 1 
thought of the prospects of Southern 
California. I told bim that it lay in 
the revival of fruit culture. He asked: 
“Do you think it will come naturally 
and speedily from the ordinary influx 
of population through the facilities 
afforded by the Santa Fé under their 
neW management, or will it need stim- 
ulating by other agencies?” ‘Most 
decidedly it will need stimulating by 
other agencies,” I replied. I then des- 
cribed to him the effects of the boom 
and its many evil resalte—lands tied 
up, partitioned into town lots, disap- 
pointments, losses, evil reports, big 
ranches owned by outside parties or 
unenterprising residents, white scale, 
vine disease, @tc.—all of which had 
snowed us under, so to speak, which 
would require some special agency 
ccöperatiug with Southern California’s 
sunshine and soil to thaw us out. The 
railroad alone would not do it, 
the people hadn't the neces- 
sary cash. I advised syndicates 
composed of individual owners of the 
Sauta Fé, under distinct corporations, 
buying up tracts at cunveuient dis- 
tances slong the line of the road aud 
assisting iudustrious and actual set- 
tiers by advancing money at low rate 
of interest, setting out trees, and giv- 
ing them long time to pay for their 
lands, which should be put dowa to 
bed rock prices, not over 50 cents an 
acre for raw land with water. 
I told bim the country was bound to 
recover from theevil effects of the 
boom, but it would take along time 
and a hard strugyie for the people al- 
ready there in Los Angeles and other 
cities who were dependent upon the 
„bor in the soit. unless some such 
stimulating agency were employed. 
over che territory cov- 
ered by the Santa Fé, and taken with 
no thought of au eye to business, but 
simply lor recreation and health, con- 
vinced me that I was mistaken. The 
country will revive, has revived with- 
out any such stimulating agency. 


Ten I stated what 1 thought and 
heard. Now I state what I have 
seen and know. 1 do not 
change my mind on the value 


of capital ccöperating with labor in a 
reasonably disinterested way to assist 
industrious, intelligent and competent 
colonies—to make homes in a new 
couutry, and there is still room for It 
in Southern Caliiornia—penty of 


merce, the San Francisco Board ot room tor it, but the country will grow 


without that help, Tue whole country 
is one great colony with the Santa Fé 
as an artery keeping up the circula- 
tion. 
To be sure, I haven’t seen much, but 
1 have seen it before from the car win- 
dows, and I have seen it now afoot, 
and as the great Abrabam Lincoln 
said, Lou can fool some people all the 
ume, and. alia g@Beple some time, but 
you can’t fool all people all the time.“ 
Sol don’t believe all the people from Los 
Angeles to San Bernardino, and from 
San Bernardino to San Diego, and from 
San Diego back to Los Angeles are all 
tools, aud have stereotyped their folly 
for all time by bringing their lands 
under water and setting out trees. 
They were all fooled once for a little 
while on town lots, and the remem- 
brance of that folly adds strength to 
their faith and stimulus to their labor 
in going into the legitimate business 
of cultivating the soil, for which they 
must wait four or five years forreturns, 
partially covering expenses meanwhile 
by annual crops of vegetables. 
I believe the traffic reporta of the 
Santa Fé in passengers and freight 
handled, compared with two yeara ago, 
will mark this new era of labor now; 
but it is not a tithe of what will be 
shown five years hence. 
Nor is it the fruit business alone 
upon which this county will thrive. 
The tin mine, and the beet-sugar in- 
dustry at Chino, are but beginnings in 
mining and mauuiacturing. It is to 
be remembered the coupty is but a 
few yeara old and the most conserva- 
tive meu wait awbile to learn from the 
mistakes of others before they take 
hold. 
But I would net have any one think 
that the prospect is all roseate. My 
observations are simpiy a birdseye 
view. I have seen very little of tue 
“jaside” of particular localities or in- 
dividual enterprises. I would not set- 
tle in one of the places I have visited, 
nor engage, if I were a business man, 
in aby of their enterprises without 
going again and scrutinizing ail the 
details. Let me say witb all candor, 
us un unbiased observer, that the real 
obstacles to the growth of this country, 
and which will repel settlers and hiu- 
der its development, lie neither in the 
soil, climate, trausportation nor mar- 
ket, but in the people themselves. 
First there is the miserable spirit of 
jeaious rivalry between towns and 
sections. I don't like to specify, aud 
there is no need to do 80, for it crops 
out everywhere, not Merely between 
Los Angeles aud San Diego. but be- 
tween little towus two or three miles 
upart, where it woulchseem that their 
interests were almost identical, and 
they ought to lie as happy and snug 
as LWO lat peas in the same pod—bui 
they don’t. Why is it necessary to 
brand oranges grown and shipped at 
Santa Ana “Riverside Navels ?“ Some- 
body is lying and somebody is getting 
iooled, unnecessarily, for it one is as 
good as the other what is the use of 
iy ing, and if they are not, lying wont 
belp it along. Let each one staud on its 
owu Merits and 1 believe from what I 
have seen that the merits aud re- 
sources of all localities are so varied 
and numerous that there is not the 
slightest danger but that they will 
thrive on their own merits and all the 
more likely to do so by praising their 
neighbors and not themselves, It 
won't do for the back country to run 
down the coast as enveloped in a per- 
petual fog and useless for fruit-grow- 
ing, nor for the coast to run down the 
interior as nothing but bake-oven, 
good for raising and drying fruit per- 
haps, but not fit to live in; nor for Los 
Angeles to poke fun at San Diego 
‘**Baynclimate,” nor for Sau Diego to 
think she has the only barbor in the 
world, and that Los Angeles is consum- 
ing herself with jealousy~ because she 
unsu't one like it. The fact is, God 
made Southern California one country, 
and he knew enough not to put all the 
good things in one spot, but to distri- 
bute them about te suit the varied 
tastes aud wants of the people who 
should settle here, and yet near enough 
together to make them mutually de- 


pendent,

ters, with soil enough, and water 
enough and room enough to grow till 
it fille the whole land, but if the people 
are to be filled with jealousy it will 
bring forth wild and sour grapes, sure. 

An eastern visitor would gather 

from some of the conversations 
have heard that that particular spot or 
town, was the only decent one to live 
in in Southern California, and that the 
only reason it did not grow more frap- 
idly was because all the rest of the 
country was jealous of it and was try- 
ing to depreciate its merits. Perhaps 
our eastern friend would conciude— 
though be would not say so—if true, 
he did-not care about coming; if not 
true, he did not care to move into a 
hornet’s nest. cal 

People are not all covetous nor all 
critical. Peace, good feeling, uuself- 
ishness, brotherly kindness, are suve- 
rior to elimate anda rich soil. Let 
each keep bis own house in order, de- 
velop his own resources forall they are 
worth, and say the best possible thing 
for his peigbbor. Praise all his good: 
points, and we may be sure that the 
prospective colonist will be attracted 
te come and settle somewhere; for 
after all, a big heart is more attrac- 
tive than a big crop. What helps one 
place helps all eventually, People 
will find their level just as water dovws. 
Let the stream come in where it will 
and fill up the desert. 

Another obstacie in the natural de- 
velopment of the country lies in the 
big schemes by outside parties. We 
heard of some such which, for the 
most part, are failures and they give 
the country a bad name. To take up 
large tracts ofland and develop the 
water for the sake of assisting colon sts 
is one thing; todoit in order to get 
two or three prices forthe land from 
the legitimate toiler is quite another 
thing, “He that withnoldeth corn, 
the people shall curse him; but bless- 
ing shall be upon the head of him that 
selleth it.“ It it be so with food, it is 
doubtless so with that which produces 
food. The speculator in acreage is 
worse than the speculator in town 
lots. He is the enemy of this or any 
other country. If one does not wish 
to cultivate his land, sell it to some one 
who will aud at a living price. A 
third enemy is the usurer. ne Fav- 
ages of tue scale bug, red, white, or 
biack—the vine disease, drought, 
floods, anythinge—all marshalled to- 
geiber—don’t begin to compare with 
the ravages of that scaly bug—that 
sauce imonious. black-hearted, white- 
livered, merciless hypocrite, theusurer, 
Who demands 10 or 12 per cent. from 
the horny-handed toller, when he 
knows the money can earn but 6. 

There is no need to go iato this 
question. It is not to be argued, but 
simply condemned, and we th.nk the 
plainer the terms the better. It is a 
well-kuown law in political economy 
that in legitimate labor money can 
earn but about 6 per cent. To say 
thatcapital would be frigutened away 
if the current rates were reduced, is 
false. The usurers would weep and 
wail, perhaps, but the honest lender 
who is always frightened away by high 
rates ot interest would come in and 
take his place, and the chain which 
binds Southern California to the chief 
devil would be severed. T. W. I. 


Another lour Afoot. 
NoORDHOFF, June 21.—|Correspond- 
ence of IHE Times.} The correspond- 
ent of Tue Times, who is writing a 


number of interesting sketches 
under the head of “A Tour 
Afoot,” is setting a style,“ 


as it were, which would be well for 
many others to follow. There is no 
need of taking in the whole earth at 
one stride, like George Francis Train; 
but still it is a poor section of Califor- 
nia, indeed, that will not afford anum- 
ber of delightful spots worthy of an 
afternoon’s jaunt. 

One day last week the writer pluck- 
ed up courage, tucked up his pants and 
started forth for the Matilija Canon. 
It needed courage, too, to face the 
scorching glauce ef Old Sol on a clear 
July day with the thermometer on the 
wrong side of 90°. The walk from 
Nordhoff to the mouth of the Matilija 
Cafion was hot and dusty. Occasioual 
groups of large live oaks with their 
wide, luxuriant shade, made tempting 
allurements to rest, but no halt was 
made until the Ventura River was 
reached, then the fishing tackle was 
arranged and a few hours spent in tor- 
menting the trout. Tue Ventura 
River is quite low this year, which in- 
dicates a dry season, but no matter, we 
can have rain to order by next year. 

At uoon acamp fire was built, and 
trout on toast made au excellent ad- 
dition to our biil-of-fare. Just below 
the Ojai Hot Spriogs Hotel a branch 
stream called tue North Fork flows 
into the main river. This cafjon is 
even more rocky and rugged than the 
Matilija, and consequently less visited. 
It is impossible to explore this caflvn 
in any manner for a number of miles 
except on foot. Furtherup the stream 
there is a small valley and two or 
three ranches. The mouth of the 
cafion is so abrupt and hidden by tall, 
silent sycamores and projecting cliffs 
that it is impossible to tell its exact 
location a few yards distant. 

Tne Matilija is fast becoming fa- 
mous for its wild, fascinating scenery 
and healthful mineral waters, but the 
first mile of the North Fork far sur- 
passes the main cafion for wildness 
and rustic beauty. 

The stream is one continuation of 
waterfalls, swift and clear. Immense 
boulders have rolled down from the 


“sides of the towering mountains in 


vain endeavors to check the prog-ess 
of the stream, which has gayly leaped 
over or darted around these playful ob- 
structions. 
„Jumbo“ is a monstrous boulder, ly- 
ing close beside the stream; thirty feet 
or morein height and over one hun- 
dred and fifty in circumference. A de- 
pression in its side and extending 
partiy underneath, forms a safe re- 
treat as large as a tent. One point 
protrudes and overhangs the stream 
nearly ten feet, like a monstrous wart. 
Mrs. Jumbo“ is a little war farther 
up the stream, but her form is more 
regular and size slightly smaller. 
Tue surrounding mountains are 
seared with ledges of rock and 
have mauy caves of small 
dimensions. But tne stream of cool 
water and the musical cadence of its 
voice wakes this piace peculiarly en- 
chanting. Time has no value there. 
As long as the sun shines it would be 
bliss in such a spot, but when night 
cometh, the light fadeth away. We 
‘retraced our steps to the Matilija 
when the lengthening shadows began 
to cast grotesque figures on the oppo- 
site mountain and sought a refuge for 
the night at Cliff Glenn Mineral 
Springs, a delighttul hostelry kept by 
Mrs. Robert Lyon. Here are mineral 
waters in abundance, orange groves, 
grapes, apples and fruits of all kinds. 
A sound sleep anda quick trip back to 
Nordboff and my briet Tour Afoot” 
was ended. R. G. C.

WALLA WALLA (Wash.,) July 22,— 
[By the Associated Press.] The court 
martial of Col, Compton is expected to 
conclude tomorrow or Friday.‘ To- 
day’s session was spent in listening to 
the testimony of the accused. 

He said that all day on April 24 (the 
day when Hunt was killed by the 
soldiers,) the men at the fort seemed 
peaceful and orderly. He heard no 
rumors of any atiack on the afternoon 
of the 24th.

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THE FIGHTING FIFTH. 


GALLANT BATTLE RECORD OF DUR 
“YEE’S NEW ZOUAVES. 


Organized in One Week, They Opened the 
First _Mattle of the War—In the Cam- 
paigns of 1862 They Fought in a Divi- 
aon of Regulars.

OUAVES are not 
so savage as they 
look to be when in 
full battle trim, 
yet, if the fighting 
5 records of these 
picturesquely clad 
0 soldiers during 
| the civil war were 
not up to the pop- 
ular expectation 
aroused at the be- 
ginning, by their 
warlike make ‘up, 
it was no fault of the men. Battle records 
are largely a matter of accident. Troops 
fight where and when they are told, and it 
does not fall to the lot of every body of sol- 

diers to be sent into the thitk of the fray. 
The Zouaves as a distinct class dropped 

out of sight in the Union army before the 

bloody period of the war was reached. 


This was because their peculiar uniform 


was discarded, and with this gone they be- 
came simply soldiers like the rest, although 
in most cases their Zouave designations 
were adhered eo as regimental synonyms. 

But although the career of the Zouaves 
proper was short, a baggy trousered, regi- 
ment had the glory of opening the regular 
fighting of the war, and the same regi- 
ment had more men killed in a single bat- 
tle than any other organization of the 
same class during the war. This was the 
Fifth New York volunteers, Duryee’s 
Zouaves. At the batile of Big Bethel, Va., 
June 10, 1861, which was the first engage- 
ment between regularly organized volun- 
teer troops, the Fifth opened the ball by 
advancing as skirmishers. Kilpatrick com- 
manded one of the companies, and his men 
got in the first shots. 

The Confederates called Duryee’s men 
“red legged devilsg’ a name suggested by 
the wild, bandit look given them by their 
bright red trousers, their saber bayonets 
and their revolvers conspicuous on the 
front of their belts. 

The Fifth was raised in one week after 
President Lincoln’s call for volunteers. Its 
first year of service was passed in the re- 
gion near where it received its baptism of 
fire, the lower peninsula, around Fortress 
Monroe. When the Army of the Potomac 
arrived in front of Richmond in May, 1862, 
the Zouaves were put in the division of 
regular troops commanded by Gen. Sykes. 
Gen. G. K. Warren, who was the first lieu- 
tenant colonel of the regiment, took com- 
mand of the Fifth and Tenth New York 
and fought them as a brigade side by side 
with two brigades of the regular army. 

The first battle in which the regular divi- 
sion took part was Gaines’ Mill, Juné 27. 
In this fight the odds were two to one 
against the Union troops, and the regulars 
were given the task of holding the right

wing. As the battle progressed the Con- 
federates threw their weight upon this 


wing, where the ground was occupied by a 


thin line of infantry and some artillery. In | 
front of Warren’s brigade there was a 


wooded ravine about 400 yards distant, and 
after 


maintaining two companies of” 


Zouaves in the woods for some hours as 
skirmishers, Warren withdrew them in 


order to give the artillery free play upon 
the enemy. The Confederates were ad- 
vancing in force to get possession of the 
woods, and when the Zouave skirmishers 
withdrew they followed them up by a des- 
perate charge against the main line. War- 
ren promptly ordered the Fifth to makea 
counter charge, which they did, driving 
the enemy back to the woods. A fresh body 
of Confederates then charged from the 
woods upon the Zouaves, but the gallant 
fellows persisted and finall? drove their as- 
sailants off. The triumph was short, how- 
ever, for the Confederate leaders hurled new 
troops upon this point in a desperate effort 
to destroy Sykes’ line. That accomplished, 
they could establish batteries on high 
ground behind it and the victory was 
oy for they could then shell the whole 
e 


from the woods, and the Zouaves met it as 
before, repulsing the advance and forcing 


their way up tothe woods again. For the | 


second time their colors were advanced 
across that open field up to the very edge 
ofthe timber. The loss was appalling and 
was not exceeded in the division that day, 
except in one case, the Twelfth United 
States regulars. Out of 40 men engaged, 


the Fifth lost 38 killed outright and 110 


wounded. Of the wounded 15 died subse- 
quently. Just before the last charge, when 
the ranks of the Zouaves had become thin- 
ned out so as to destroy the alignment, the 
regiment was paraded under a galling fire, 
the gaps were closed and the men counted 
off anew, leaving out the fallen. The posi- 
tion was held by Warren until supports 
came up, and the enemy failed to secure 
the heights they were aiming for, 
\ 


CLOSING RANKS UNDIR FIRE. 

Two months later, at the battle called 
Second Bull Ran, or Groveton, Ang. 30, 
1862, the Zouaves were brought into action 
under conditions still more trying than 
those at Gaines’ Mill. The battle at Grove- 
ton was apparently favorable to the Union 
army until nearly 4o’clock in the afternoon. 

About that hour the Union commander, 
Gen. Pope, ordered an advance of his whole 
force on a line at right angles with the 
Warrenton pike and north of it. Stonewall 
Jackson's Confederate corps, after a good 
pounding received on the 20th, was retiring 
westward somewhat hastily, and it was 
supposed by Pope that Jackson was alone 
and could be routed by asharp attack on 
his right flank near the pike. Fitz John Por- 
ter’s corps was given this task and formed 
the left wing of Pope’s army. Two divi- 
sions of Porter’s lay north of the pike and 
one (Reynolds’) south of it; At the time 
the attack commenced Reynolds’ division 
was ordered elsewhere, leaving Porter's 

taking the meaning of the silence of the 
American guns, called out to Jones, Have 
you struck your colors!” The answer gave 
a key to Jones’ character as a man for war. 
It was, “I have not yet begun to fight.“ 

In a few moments the vessels drifted 
apart and Jones, in trying to get a favor- 
able position for his light cannon, again 
ran the foul of the Serapis. He 
then promptly lashed the headgear of the

The vessels werd su 
close that the rammers of the Serapis 

had to be run into the ports of the Richard 

in order to have room to enter the proper 

guns. A few discharges of the heavy guns 

of the Serapis drove the American seamen 

from the gundecks to the forecastle and 

the upperdeck, where they continued the 

fight gallantly with muskets and hand 

grenades. 

Jones succeeded, by personal attention, 
in keeping two of his quarter deck guns 
in action the whole time, and his masterly 
courage had its effect on the men around 
him. The crew of the Richard comprised 
men of every seafaring nation—Spaniards, 
Italians, Malays, and even British sub- 
jects—and so uncertain was Jones of their 
trustworthiness in a fight that he had 
shipped a battalion of marines armed with 
muskets to maintainorder. But under the 
inspiration of the hour the men proved 
worthy of their leader, and in fact it would 
have been a sorry specimen of a sailor 
whose blood wouldn’t stir with the en- 
thusiasm of battle when he found himself 
on the deck of a man-o’-war with Paul 
Jones fora leader. It was a time for in- 
dividual valor on board the Richard, and 
after being driven away from their guns, 
the men carried the fight aloft, and in a 
short time drove every man on the Serapis 
below decks. Not satisfied with this they 
climbed out on the overhanging yards and 
dropped explosives down on the hatches of 
the enemy. One grenade dropped through 
a hatch, exploded a pile of cartridges, and 
produced terrible havoc, killing over 20 
men and wounding a still greater num- 
ber. 

The loss to the crew of the Serapis by the 
explosion equalized the chances somewhat, 
for up to that time the Englishman had

the best of it in being gble to work her 
guns. In a short time, however, the in- 
equality was restored in a most singular 
manner. The Alliance, which during the 
fight had been standing off, came up across 
the stern of the Richard and opened a fire 
that did equal damage to friend and foe. 
Several attempts to warn the officers of the 
Alliance failed, and after two or three dis- 
charges from her guns Jones’ men had to 
abandon two guns that they had begun to 
fight again on the main deck. It was dark, 
but the moon shone, and there were dis- 
tinguishing marks that should have pre- 
vented this calamity. When it was over 
the Richard began to settle. The Alliance 
had added to her leaks by those illy-aimed 
shots. The alarm spread among the peo- 
ple on the Richard that she must soon go 
to the bottom, and as an act of humanity 
a hundred prisoners that were in the lower 
hold were released. They were put to work 
at the pumps, but one of them escaped and 
crawled through the ports and told the | 
captain of the Serapis that the Richard 
must soon yield. About this time an un- 
der officer of the Richard, missing both 
Jones and his lieutenant, who were with 
the prisoners at the pumps, called out for 
quarter. The Serapis then sent over board- 
ers to take the prize, but these were quick- 
ly repelled. The damage to the Richard 
had been so great that her enemy had goud 
reason to look upon heras a prize, for be- 
sides being in a sinking condition she was 
on fire in several places. The sides of her 
hull on a line with the guns of the Serapis 
had been cut away so that she looked like 


passed through between decks without 
touching. 

In the confasion that followed the un- 
authorized cry for quarter from the deck 
of the Richard, Jones sung out a denial 
that reached the ears of the captain of the 
Serapis, and with a couple of guns bearing 
directly on the mainmast of the English- 
man soon caused that to totter, and once 
more the tables were turned. The captain 
of the Serapis hauled down his colors with 
his own hands, bis men refusing to expose 
themselves on deck under the pitiless fire 
from the rigging of the Richard. 

The battle lasted three hours and a 
half. The loss was nearly equal, about 
150 on a side, nearly half of them killed. 
The Richard had about 200 men engaged 
and the Serapis over 300. The peculiar cir- 
cumstances of the battle saved the crews 
from annihilation, for in a fight so pro- 
longed at close quarters nothing short of 
that could be expected. As it turned out 
the men on the Richard got out of range of 


in the actfon and those on the latter vessel 
took shelter below to escipe the shots from 
the men in the rigging and on the upper 
deck of the Richard. 

Some hours after the Serapis struck the 
Richard sank, but not until her wounded | 
had bern removed. Jones took his fleet 
and his prizes to Holland; and the English 
government promptly demanded from the 
Dutch government tho surrender of the 
daring Yankee as a pirate. A stirring di- 
plomatic episode was the result, but a com- 
promise was finally effected by which 
France got the prizes, the Scarborough 
and the Serapis, and Jones was forced to 
put to sea. Through the machinations of 
a faction devoted to English interests this 
was done while a whole fleet of his enemies 
was lying in wait to pounce upon him. In 
the Alliance—the French captain having 
been dismissed for his conduct in the com- 
bat with the Serapis—Jones sailed forth, 
eluded the British sentinel ships, and soon 
reached French waters.
